SERVICEMEN IN JAIL 
OR ON PROBATION 


THE NEGLECT of our ex- 


heroes when they return home and 8 


servicemen has been exposed as 
a total disgrace. It has been 
revealed that 20,000 of our 
heroes are in prison or on 
probation in England and Wales. 

The shocking figures compiled 
by probation staff show that one in 
ten prisoners used to be in the 
armed forces - up by almost a third 
in five years. 

The findings are solid proof that 
huge numbers of our soldiers who 
have risked their lives in Iraq and 
Afghanistan are facing severe 
problems when they return to 
Britain and attempt to fit into 
civilian life. 

The National Association of 
Probation Officers (NAPO) 
described ‘overwhelming evidence’ 
that ex-servicemen do not get the 
specialist help they need, with 
thousands who suffer from post- 
traumatic stress disorder (PTSD) 
struggling as their family and work 
lives collapse. 

A survey by NAPO estimated that 
12,000 are under supervision of 
probation officers, with a further 
8,500 behind bars in England and 
Wales. The total of more than 
20,000 is more than twice the 
number of troops currently serving 
in Afghanistan. 

A quarter of veterans report 
suffering from PTSD although 
many were not officially diagnosed. 

Others report depression and 
behavioural problems. The figures 
show up the fact the Government is 
failing to uphold the principles of 
the Military Covenant by offering 
troops the best possible health and 
welfare support in recognition of 
the sacrifices they are called upon 
to make. 

Psychologically damaged 
military veterans often struggle for 
years with crippling symptoms 
including flashbacks, nightmares, 
depression and anxiety attacks, 
mood swings and difficulties in 
relating to family and friends. 

This is highlighted by the 
revealing fact that more British 
personnel who served in the 
Falklands conflict have since 
committed suicide than were killed 
in the war itself - around 270 
compared to 255 combat deaths. 

The British National Party calls

A JAGUAR Land Rover factory is 
to close as thousands fear for 
their jobs. 

The company announced 
yesterday that it is to shut down 
one of its two sites in the West 
Midlands. 

They are the Land Rover factory 
in Solihull, which employs 5,000, 
and the Jaguar plant in Castle 
Bromwich, which employs 2,000. 

Both are running at half capacity 
and production will be switched to 
the factory that remains open. 

Bosses at Jaguar Land Rover, 
which is owned by Tata of India, 
said they had been forced to act in 
response to global economic 
collapse. 

Elsewhere, Vauxhall has 
announced the loss of 1,300 jobs 
by 2011 at its plants in Merseyside 
and Luton. 

There are strong fears that both 
sites could be closed within six 
years by owners Magna, the 

Canadian car part firm that has 
bought up the European arm of 
~ General Motors. 

Tata bought Jaguar Land Rover 
from Ford for more than £1billion 
last year. The company is 
controlled by entrepreneur Ratan 
Tata, who also owns Corus Steel 
and Tetley Tea.

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CHRISTIANS CHARGED OVER 
DEBATE WITH MUSLIMS 


BRITAIN’S plunge into a fully 
fledged Islamic state has been 
underlined again with the news 
that a Christian couple has been 
criminally charged for arguing 
over religion with Muslims in 
their own private premises. 


Media reports have revealed that 
Ben and Sharon Vogelenzangl, 
hotel owners in Liverpool, have 
been charged under public order 
laws with using “threatening, 
abusive or insulting words” that 
were. “religiously aggravated.” 


Apparently the Christian couple 
got into a discussion with Muslim 
residents of their hotel over 
religion. 

During the course of the 
discussion, it is alleged that Mr and 
Mrs Vogelenzangl suggested that 
Mohammed, the founder of Islam, 
was a warlord and that the burka 
was a form of bondage. 

One of the Muslims in the 
conversation then ran off to the 
police and complained that she had 
been offended by these comments, 
leading to the arrest and charges 
against the Christians. 

This is an act which would only 
be possible in a theocratic state 
and is highly reminiscent of Saudi 
Arabia and other sharia law 
countries where any sort of 
criticism is a criminal offence. 

The Christians, whose trial has 
been set for December, face a fine 
of up to £5,000 and a criminal 
record if they are convicted. 

They deny that their comments 
were threatening and argue that 
they had every right to defend and 
explain their beliefs. 

According to media reports, Mrs 
Vogelenzang said: “Nothing like 
this has happened to us before. We 
are completely shocked.” 

She and her husband were 
arrested and charged under 5) of 


Section 5 of the Public Order Act 
1986 and Section 31 (1) (c) and (5) 
of the Crime and Disorder Act 
1998. 

The Christians appeared at 
Liverpool Magistrates Court on 
Friday to hear the date of their trial 
before magistrates, and were 
granted bail on the condition that 
they did not approach any of the 
witnesses expected to appear. 

The heavy-handed police action 
has once again highlighted the 
state’s subservience to the 
Islamification process. 

The Public Order Act was 
designed to deal with violence and 
threatening behaviour in the 
streets and not to regulate 
conversations between individuals 
in private premises. 

The Christian Institute has come 
out in support of the persecuted 
couple. CI spokesman Mike Judge 
was quoted as saying that 
“important issues of religious 
liberty are at stake.” 

“In recent years, we have backed 
several cases where Christians 
have suffered unfair treatment 
because of their faith,” he said. 

“We have detected a worrying 
tendency for public bodies to 
misapply the law in a way that 
seems to sideline Christianity more 
than other faiths.”

NEW FIGURES have shown that 
the number of UK-born tenants 
in social housing over the last 
ten years has fallen by about 1.2 
million while non UK-born 
tenants have increased by 
300,000. 

The Migrationwatch figures were 
unveiled by that organisation’s 
chairman, Sir Andrew Green, 
during a speech at the annual 
conference of the National Housing 
Federation in London last week. 

Sir Andrew said the figures 
showed that the proportion of 
foreign born beneficiaries of social 
housing had increased over the 
period in question from 7.2 
percent to 11.1 percent — an 
increase of 54 percent. 

“Migrants who arrived here in 
the last five years and are not 
refugees are not yet eligible to 
apply for social housing but could 
become so in future years if they 
are granted settlement,” Sir 
Andrew said. 

“Grants of settlement for non- 
EEA nationals are running at about 
160,000 a year, giving a potential 
pool of 800,000 although, of 
course, by no means all will apply. 

Figures quoted by Sir Andrew 
showed that the number of social 
housing units in England had fallen 
from 4.4 to 3.9 million in the last 
ten years, but that immigration has 
added nearly three million to the 
population of the UK over the same 
period. England has borne the 
brunt of the population growth. 

“The waiting list for social 
housing in England has risen by 80 
percent in the six years from 2002 
to 2008,” he continued. “This is up 
to 1.8 million, with a sharp peak in

2003-4. Recent research by the 

National Housing Federation, 
published in March, suggests that 
the waiting list could approach two 
million in 2011,” Sir Andrew said. 
Earlier this month the Government 
announced plans to build 2,000 
homes in England in a move which 
it described as the biggest social 
housing building project in 
England for “over 20 years.” 

“This would be enough to meet

ROYAL MAIL is facing one of its 
_ biggest crises yet as profit- 
driven management seek to 
slash costs at the expense of 
service levels and ordinary 
frontline staff, a BNP News 
investigation has revealed.

A PRISON chaplain has sparked 
outrage by making an 
impassioned plea for members 
of the public to visit 500 lonely 
sex offenders. 

Reverend Anne Hedges wants 
locals to engage with convicted 
paedophiles and rapists at the new 
HMP Bure prison as ‘they do not 
get many visits from family and 
friends’. 

The category C facility, which has 
been built on a former RAF base 
near Coltishall, Norfolk and is due 
to open in November, is one of 
three new UK prisons that will deal 
solely with sex offenders. 

A Category C sex offender is 
deemed a prisoner who cannot be 
trusted in open conditions. 

She said on her website: 'These 
prisoners are still people and 
despite the crimes they have 
committed, it is not our place to 
judge them.

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Falling 
Standards 
in 47 NHS 


Trusts 


ONE IN nine NHS trusts are 
performing badly or failing to 
improve and must "do better for 
their patients", the NHS 
regulator has said. 

The 47 trusts at the bottom of 
performance tables published this 
week now face an uphill struggle to 
meet new legal standards for the 
NHS when they are introduced 
next year, said the Care Quality 
Commission (CQC). 

The ratings are produced by the 
CQC from a variety of sources 
including information provided by 
trusts, their own inspections and 
audits of hospital finances. 

Trusts are given ratings from 
"weak" to "excellent" based on how 
they score on their financial 
management and the quality of 
care they provide. Next year the 
CQC will be given tough new 
powers to force trusts to meet 
certain basic standards in order to 
remain open. 

If they fail to reach those 
benchmarks the regulator can 
impose a range of sanctions 
including prosecution and closing a 
service down. Year on year 
improvements in ratings seem to 
have stalled according to the new 
figures. 

Fewer trusts scored "excellent" 
for the quality of their care 
compared with last year's figures. 
The drop in ratings was worst 
among acute hospital trusts with 
more rated "fair" and fewer 
"excellent". P 

More trusts admitted failing to 
meet core standards on aspects of 
care like A&E waiting times and 
more operations were cancelled 
than last year. Part of the fall in 
ratings was also down to a more | 
rigorous focus on key issues like 
hygiene and child protection, said 
the CQC.

The rush of applications - most 
of them from people claiming to be 
students - has utterly overwhelmed 
the UK Border Agency’s staff at 
their new processing hub in Abu 
Dhabi. 

Despite the problem being 
generated solely by the Pakistanis, 
the meeting today between 
Labour’s Home Secretary Alan 
Johnson and Pakistan's president 
and prime minister is likely to 
focus on the delay in processing 
the tidal wave of applications. 
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Even more disconcerting is that 
the visa issue threatens to 
overshadow the real reason for the 
visit, which is to discuss “counter 
terrorism” issues. 

According to newspapers in 
Pakistan, “angry visa applicants 
have complained of long delays, 
unfair refusals and of being unable 
to retrieve their passports for up to 
two months during the application 
process.” 

Some of the newspaper reports 
claimed that there were 200,000 
Pakistani passports waiting at the 
British High Commission in 
Islamabad. If that claim is true, it 
means that there are literally 
millions of Pakistanis queuing up 
attempting to enter Britain. 

Observers have pointed out that 
if millions of British people decided 
to swamp Pakistan with “visa” 
applications, that country’s 
infrastructure would also buckle - 
never mind the demographic 
change which such a tidal wave of 
immigrants would entail.

Ed Balls 
Blames 
Grammars 
for Poor 
Results 


ED BALLS has launched a fresh 
assault on selective education by 
holding grammars responsible 
for failing neighbouring schools. 

The Schools Secretary attempted 
to blame the 11-plus for poor 
results by secondaries in popular 
grammar school areas such as Kent 
and Gloucestershire. 

He said this was because the 
exam makes pupils feel like failures 
even before they begin their 
secondary careers. 

A spokesman for the National 
Grammar Schools Association 
accused Mr Balls of launching 
‘another sneaky attack’ on selective 
education. i 

He said: 'If some schools are 
having problems, it's not the fault 
of grammar schools. It's the fault of 
individual schools themselves.’ 

It isn't grammar schools that are 
causing the state education system 
to fail, it is the policies of 
successive Tory and Labour 
governments. The lack of discipline 
and traditional teaching methods 
in schools have failed pupils and 
will continue to fail pupils. 
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Much has been said, both in the 
press and on television, 
regarding the recent 
Parliamentary expenses scandal. 

Praise has been heaped on the 
Taxpayers Alliance and the Daily 
Telegraph for exposing the abuse, 
by some Members of Parliament, of 
their Parliamentary expenses.

The Government were then 
forced to address the issue of 
expenses, which resulted in an 
enquiry being set up under Sir 
Christopher Kelly, Chairman of the 
Committee on Standards in Public 
Life, to carry out a full review of 
MPs’ expenses. 

Although the Taxpayers Alliance 
and the Daily Telegraph are to be 
congratulated for their work, most 
of the MPs' who were exposed, 
have gone unpunished. 

Why is this? It is because the 
authorities who deal with these 
matters, The Parliamentary 
Commissioner for Standards and 
the Metropolitan Police are 
reactive and not proactive. 

This means that they will not 
consider any allegation without a 
complaint from a third party. 

Protocol does not allow the press 
to lodge complaints and the 
Parliamentary Commissioner of 
Standards is not allowed, by the 
rules of the House, to investigate 
any allegation on his own initiative.

investigation, are being 
misinformed, because that is 
simply not the case. 

It is only when individuals like 
Michael take the trouble to write to 
the authorities, setting out why an 
investigation should take place, 
that the wheels can be set in 
motion. 

Michael currently has two Lords 
and eighteen MPs’ being 
considered for investigation and 
possible prosecution by the 
Metropolitan Police and the 
Parliamentary Commissioner for 
Standards. 

In order to consider the number 
of complaints submitted, mainly by 
Michael, the Metropolitan Police 
have set up a joint Committee with 
the Crown Prosecution Service.

Michael was also responsible for 
Ian Clement, Deputy Mayor of 
London, being dismissed from the 
Greater London Assembly, for 
apparent misuse of a corporate 
credit card. The Greater London 
Assembly were forced to refer the 
matter to the Metropolitan Police 
for investigation, having initially 


failed to take appropriate action 
themselves, after Michael had 
informed Boris Johnson, the Mayor, 
that he had written to the 
Metropolitan Police, requesting a 
criminal investigation into Mr 
Clement's use of the card. 

Michael's greatest success 
however, was in helping to bring 
about the resignation of Michael 
Martin, Speaker of the House of 
Commons and third most 
important person in the country.

The Home Office Islamic 
Network (HOIN) produced the five- 
page information sheet which says: 

“In practical terms, please be 
sensitive when eating lunch near a 
Muslim colleague who is fasting. 

“This can make an individual feel 
hungrier and make it more 
challenging to observe the fast.” 

The HOIN also urged managers 
to be flexible over working 
arrangements. It says: “The most 
likely need Muslim staff may 
present to managers during this 
period is for flexibility around 
working hours and break times as 
those fasting will have a slightly 
different routine from usual. — 

“Managers and Muslim staff 
should discuss what their needs 
are and be responsive and 


Last year, the Muslim- 
controlled Tower Hamlets 
council in London issued 
instructions for council 
meetings during the Ramadan 
month to be kept to a minimum 
and for all non-Muslim 
councillors to observe the 
Ramadan fast. 

Council leader Lutfur 
Rahman, who was born in 
Pakistan, and his deputy, Siraj 
Islam, sent an e-mail to all 
councillors outlining 
arrangements for Town Hall 
committee meetings during 
Ramadan. 

The e-mail said that all 
meetings be kept to a minimum 
to accommodate fasting 
councillors, and asked all other 
councillors to resist eating until 
the breaking of the fast at 
sunset. 


In Manchester, schools will be

Almost one in ten of all 
absence days in the city’s 
schools are noted as religious 
observance. In an attempt to
